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Volunteer Exam Program Moves Ahead 


@ ARRL expects the FCC to adopt Volun- 
teer Examination Cost Recoupment rules in 
mid-July. As soon as such rules are 
adopted, ARRL President Price and General 
Manager Sumner will sign an agreement with 
FCC for ARRL to become a Volunteer Exam- 
ination Coordinator (VEC) in all 13 dis- 
tricts. If there are no significant de- 
Jays, ARRL will be coordinating exams 
beginnin on Labor-Day weekend (Sep- 
tember 1). 

Initially, ARRL will coordinate exams 
for hamfests and conventions only and 
begin handling all other sessions 60 days 
later (November 1). This will permit ARRL 
exam sessions to meet the pent-up demand 
effectively while allowing time for 
dealing with unforeseen problems. 


ARRL is in the midst of preparing a 
training manual, which will be ARRL's 
means of training a large number of 
Volunteer Examiners (VEs) in procedures 


and requirements for serving as VEs. 
Included in the package will be an open- 
book test, which must be passed. Only 
after successfully completing the test and 
submitting all paper work will a Potential 
Volunteer Examiner (PVE) be accredited a:

As some of you may know, old 

Reggy was quite a pioneer in the 
early days of the wireless. While 
“not a native, indeed not long a 
resident, the Tar Heel connection 
is the fact that he had a working 
wireless in operation between 
Roanoke Island and-Buxton, down 
toward Cape Hatteras by early '02!

SUCCESSFUL MEETING IN WEST VIRGINIA

The 1984 ARRL Roanoke Division League Planning Meeting which was held for the first time in 
Charleston. West Virginia was a very successful meeting with representatives from all four 
states attending. The meeting was very informative and productive and with several good 
motions put forth for ARRL Board consideration in October. The sponsor this year was the West 
Virginia State Amateur Radio Council and they did an excellent job in making the arrangements 
to host the meeting. Many thanks are in order to the Council, Karl Thompson. K8KT; Al Hix. 
W3AH; Dan Ringer, K8WV and to others for a job well done. 


The meeting started at noon on Saturday with introductions and opening remarks’ by John Kanode, 
N4MM ARPL Vice Director; Karl Thompson. K8KT, Section Manager for West Virginia and Dan 
Ringer. K8WV, ARRL Assistant Director. A moment of silence was observed for Vic Clark W4KFC. 
Past President of ARRL. 


Due to an illness, Gay Millius, \4UCG. ARRL Roanoke Division Director could not attend the 
meeting. Al Hix. W8AH. ARRL Assistant Director gave us a brief history and facts about 
Charleston. West Virginia. Jim Clary WB9IHH from ARRL Headquarters was present and he gave a 
fine report on current amateur activities that involve ARRL and repeaters. This was followed 
by questions from the floor. 


The four ARRL Section Managers and/or their representatives gave a report on amateur activities 
within their sections. The highlight of this section of the program. presented ty Jinmy 
Walker, WD4HLZ was the severe storms and tornadoes that occured in North and South Carolina and 
how the Amateurs performed in this type of emergency situation. Also an ARRL two meter net has 
been instituted in North Carolina. 


Bill Grenfell.W4GF, ARRL Assistant Director and former Chief of Amateur and Citizens Rules 
Branch. FCC gave a review of current Amateur Radio items before the Commission and how they are 
proceeding through the rule making process. Cable TV interference problems were also 
discussed. 


The next part of the meeting was given by the Section Emergency Coordinators. George Puzzuole. 
K8QEW gave an overview of the differert levels of emergency preparedness involving National. 
State and local levels of government. W Reed Whitten AP4W gave us more information in 
regards to the storm/tornado disaster in North and South Carolina and John Parker. WE4UHC 
discussed nuclear alert drills and the flooding in Accomack. Va. 


The Section Traffic Managers gave their reports on what was happening within their sections in 
regards to the traffic systems. The increasing use of two meter repeaters for traffic handling 
was noted and discussed. 


The Saturday portion of the meeting was concluded with an attitude adjustment and fellowship 
party which was held in the Ramada Inn. 


Sunday morning activities started with discussion on the VEC situation in the eight call area 
and Dan Ringer. K8WV gave the information on how amateurs in West Virginia can become VE's 
under the Dayton Amateur Radio Association VEC program. This was followed by Affiliated Club 
Coordinator reports which highlighted some of the club activities in the Division. Special 
Service Clubs were discussed and the new Special Service Club Handbook was shown for the first 
time in the Division. 


John Kanode. N4MM AFFL Eoard DX Advisory Committee Liaison gave a report on the latest 
happenings involving the DXAC and the DXCC Award Programs. New endorsable DXCC awards were 
discussed along with other DXCC matters. 


The highlight and most important part of the LPM was conducted by Vice Director, John Kanode, 
N4MM which is the open forum and resolution session. This is where resolutions are presented 
from the floor, discussed and voted upon. This year ten resolutions were presented and nine 
were approved for possible action at the next ARRL Board Meeting. Some of the resolutions 
were: 


* Have the ARFL publish an Affiliated Club Coordinator Manual. similar to the Special Service 
Club Manual, which would provide the ACC with a source of direct and pertinent information on 
all ARRL matters pertaining to club affiliation. training frograms and technical areas, to 
name a few we feel this would truly bring the ARRL closer to the Affiliated Club and their 
members and provide a readily accessible direct source of league information. 


* Whenever ARRL officials change at Headquarters, all certificates and other official documents 
be changed to reflect these changes where ever the off.cials names are used. This to be done 
as soon as reesonably possible after the change. 


* The kEoard of Directors arrive at amethod for clearly distinguishing the uncoordinated 
repeaters aprearing in the league repeater directory along with a statement that these 
repeaters were not established and are not operating within the ARRL band plans. Aliso that the 
league urge rot only that other publishers of such directories do the same but that no 
sanctions will be taken if they do not feel so inclined to follow suit. 


* The APPL Foard of Directors cause and be totally responsible to have all of the advisory 
committee members be responsible to the desires and best interests of the various amateur 
activities. If they are not doing their job properly make appropriate changes to correct the 
matter. 


* The Roanoke Division Director submit a recommendation to the ARPL Board of Directors that 
monies be budgeted to yermit meetings of the Advisory committees. Such meetings to te called 
by the advosory comrittee chairman in coordination with the league liaison member based on the 
needs of the committee. 


Petveateethe  livision .irector pablish periodically the .list of. division field .appointee s 
including menters of the advisory committees. 

* A publication be futlished by December 1984 for State and local emergency managerent 
directors whc have decided to include Amateur Fadio in their communications plans. The 
publication shall contéin information and suggestions which will help them understand the 
cepatilities cf Amateur Radio. how to utilize it in emergency communications and the value of 
incorporating it in their exercises and emergency operations. 


* That the AR=L tests for equipment reports include low voltage tests when evaluation 12 Volt 

equipment. i-e. test at 13.6VDC and at reduced voltages to the point where operation is ~-ot 
Practical. ‘This needs to be done to determine if equipment will perform during emerrency 
operation on deep discharge or automobile batteries.

The mood et the LPM was very positive and it was encouraging to see the interest in the future 
of Anateur Recio and thre ARRL.
